Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) PCT with regard to novelty, inventive 

step or industrial applicability 

V 1 Documents D1 and D2 each disclose a prior art variant of a linear compressor having 
a resonant arrangement capable of reducing vibration, such as defined in the pre- 
characterizing portion of claim 1 . Document D1 discloses an arrangement composing 
a flat spring plate, and document 02 discloses a similar arrangement making use of 
a helical spring. 

Said documents appear to be representative for prior art resonant arrangement 
designs. None of the documents cited in the search report discloses directly a 
resonant arrangement for a linear compressor, wherein spring means having an 
elongated tubular body is being comprised. 

V 2 The claimed alternative spring means provides for an additional technical effect, in 
that the elongated tubular body may be hermetically affixed to the cylinder and to the 
actuating means of the compressor, so as to block fluid communication between the 
compression chamber and the exterior of the cylinder. None of the documents cited 
in the search report, alone or in combination, seems to render obvious the use of an 
elongated tubular spring in order to solve the technical problem of blocking fluid 
communication between the compression chamber and the exterior of the cylinder. 

V.3 Hence, subject-matter defined by independent claim 1 appears to fulfill the require- 
ments of the PCT with regard to novelty and inventive step. 
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
